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From  The  President 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Nebraska  Numismatic 
Association  for  the  confidence  that  has  been  placed  in  me.  I  hope  that  I  am  able  to  fulfill  the 
responsiblities  of  the  presidency  as  ably  as  the  past  presidents. 

One  of  the  topics  of  great  concern  at  local  coin  club  meetings  this  summer  has  been  on 
the  Byron  Reed  Collection.  In  a  plan  that  has  stirred  some  controversey,  the  City  of  Omaha 
propel  the  sale  of  53  Million  worth  of  the  collections  coins,  medals,  paper  money,  books 
and  manuscripts.  The  proceeds  would  constitute  the  citys  share  of  an  18.9  million  dollar  plan¬ 
ned  expansion  and  renovation  of  the  Western  Heritage  Museum  in  Omaha. 

I  have  visited  the  Museum  twice  to  see  this  great  collection  and  personally  feel  that  the 
City  of  Omaha  should  not  sell  any  part  of  it. 

On  a  brighter  note,  the  ANA  Convention  in  Detroit  this  summer  was  most  impressive.  I  went 
to  the  convention  with  Don  Hespe  and  Bob  Kutcher.  We  had  a  great  time  with  only  one  pro¬ 
blem,  lost  luggage,  which  was  found  and  returned  the  next  day.  I  went  to  the  convention  hop¬ 
ing  to  buy  a  few  nice  error  coins  for  my  collection.  1  came  home  with  a  planchet  for  a  2  cent 
piece  and  a  planchet  for  a  silver  dollar.  A  planchet  is  the  mints  term  for  the  blank  metal  disk 
that  has  not  been  struck  into  a  coin.  Now  the  search  is  on  for  a  silver  3  cent  planchet.

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Currency  ThaCs  For  The  Birds 

By  Akio  Lis 

During  the  1970’s,  currency  was  printed  that  was  valid  only  on  two  islands  inhabited  by 
birds.  Notes  with  denominations  of  50  pence,  LI,  L5,  LIO  and  L20  were  issued  with  the  image 
of  a  different  penquin  (Humboldt,  Jackass,  Rockhopper,  Gentoo  and  King  penguins,  respec¬ 
tively)  on  the  left  side  of  the  front  of  each  note,  and  a  picture  of  Len  Hill  on  the  ri^t.  The 
back  of  each  note  had  an  island  picture,  the  denomination,  Jason  Island,  and  the  phrase  ‘Valid 
Until  31  December  1979’.  The  currency  claimed  to  be  ‘legal  tender’  on  the  Jason  Islands,  a 
bird  sanctuary  inhabited  by  approximately  4  million  penquins,  but  no  people. 

In  1970,  Leonard  Hill,  self-proclaimed  “penguin  millionaire”  and  director  of  the  Birdland 
Zoological  Gardens  Bourton-on-the-Water,  Gloucester,  UK,  bought  the  island  of  Great  and 
Steeple  Jason  Trust  with  the  purpose  of  founding  a  bird  sanctuary.  Funds  for  the  Jason  Island 
Trust  to  preserve  the  islands  were  provided  through  the  issuance  of  the  above  currency  and 
postage  stamps.  The  currency  was  designed  and  50,000  of  each  denomination  printed  by 
Coinette  of  Colchester  located  in  Essex,  England.  Unfortunately,  only  one  Jason  Islands  Cur¬ 
rency  issue  was  printed  due  to  the  untimely  death  of  Mr.  Hill  in  1981. 
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This  scrip  is  an  interesting  addition  to  any  currency  or  bird  topical  collection.  The  com¬ 
plete  denomination  set  can  be  obtained  from  mail  order  dealers  for  from  $3.00  to  over  $10.00

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ANA  And  PGN  To  Produce  Coin  Collecting  Video 
With  Narration  By  Actor  James  Earl  Jones 

The  American  Numismatic  Association  (ANA)  and  the  Professional  Numismatists 
Guild,  Inc.  (PGN),  are  teaming  to  produce  a  coin  collecting  video. 

Celebrated  actor  James  Earl  Jones  has  signed  on  to  narrate  the  30-minute  video.  The 
award-winning  performer  has  worked  his  craft  on  the  stage,  screen  and  television.  His  famous 
voice,  which  gave  size  and  soul  to  the  character  of  “Darth  Vadar”  in  the  Star  iVars  trilogy, 
can  be  heard  now  in  Walt  Disney  Picturer’s  The  Lion  King,  bringing  life  to  King  Mufasa  the 
revered  ruler  of  the  land. 

The  ANA  and  PNG  video  project  was  conceived  more  than  three  years  ago  by  David 
Lisot  of  Media  Resource  Corporation  of  Los  Angeles,  California.  Planning  and  discussions 
continued  since  Lisot  first  broached  the  idea,  and  only  recently  were  the  final  production  con¬ 
tracts  secured.  The  leadership  of  both  organizations  recognized  the  inherent  value  and  ob¬ 
vious  educational  aspects  of  this  video,  stressing  the  need  to  represent  the  views  of  collectors 
and  dealers  alike. 

Lisot,  who  has  since  been  elected  to  the  ANA  Board  of  Governors,  is  the  producer/direc¬ 
tor  of  the  project.  His  background  includes  work  with  the  Financial  News  Network  (FNN), 
where  he  was  the  producer  and  reporter  for  various  television  programs  relating  to  collec¬ 
tables.  He  hosted  a  live,  daily  newscast  called  “Coin  Report”  for  four  years  on  FNN  and 
created  the  program  “Rare  Coin  Magazine,”  which  aired  for  two  years  on  The  Learning 
Channel  (TLC).  He  has  produced  more  than  3(X)  videos  about  coins  and  collecting. 

The  video’s  director  will  be  Barrie  Schwortz,  who  worked  on  the  1979  Shroud  of  Turin 
Project,  taught  at  the  Brooks  Institute  in  Santa  Barbara,  California,  and  produced  projects  for 
Bueana  Vista  and  Disney. 

Donn  Pearlman,  an  award-winning  journalists  for  WBBM-CBS  radio  in  Chicago  and  a 
former  member  of  the  ANA  Board,  is  writing  the  video  script. 

ANA  Education  Director  James  Taylor  is  serving  as  project  director. 

Funded  by  both  the  ANA  and  PNG,  production  on  the  video  began  immediately  after 
the  ANA  World’s  Fair  of  Money®  in  Detroit,  this  past  July.  Plans  call  for  the  completed 
video  to  be  available  early  next  year.  It  will  be  madeavailable  to  schools,  civic  groups  and 
libraries  across  the  country,  as  well  as  collectors  and  dealers.
